And
I w i l l t e l l the body that as far as the amount of the tax
dollars and so on, or the possibility to come into the state,
the Kentucky Derby is t' he first Saturday in Nay. A nd the t r a c k s
would estimate a 25 percent increase in attendance and so on for
that parti..ilar race. Any delay that we do in the legislation
and so on, the industry itself is simply losing money. O ne o f
the horses that used to run in Grand Island will be running in
that race. I would hope that the body would adopt t he
amendments and we could vote on the bill. Thank you.
